Springfield. 111., May 31.—Well dis­ 
trib uted sh ow ers and mean tem pera­ 
ture above th e seasonal average h ave 
contributed 
to 
rapid and vigorous 
plant growth during th e past week. 
Wh ile th e soil Is too wet for farm ing 
operations in portions of th e south ern 
district, and planting h as been re­ 
tarded, elsewh ere it is generally In fine 
condition. 
T h e sh owers mostly h ave 
been 
F a rm ers’ ram s,” occurring in 
th e nigh t, and h ave not m aterially 
h indered work in th e field. 
Corn in th e north ern district 
is 
uniformly promising. 
I t is sh owing a 
good stand, 
and considerable c ulti­ 
vating h as been done. 
In th e central 
and south ern districts th e condition is 
not so even. 
Planting is still in 
progress, h ut th e work is well ad­ 
vanced. 
In all sections much re 
planting h as been done on account of 
h ad seed and th e ravages of c u t ­ 
worms. 
O ats h ave been greatly improved by 
th e warm rains. 
I n th e central and 
south ern districts com plaint Is made 
of th in stand, in some localities, h ut 
th e average condition is good. 
W h eat is h eading in 
th e south ern 
h alf of tiie state. 
A lth ough some 
fields are poor and will give a greatly 
reduced y ield, th e general condition is 
quite favorable. 
Th e outlook for ry e 
is prom ising. 
Meadows and pastures h ave made 
rapid grow th under very favorable 
conditions. 
Some clover is now in 
bloom. 
Stock continues h ealth y , b ut 
th e poung pig crop is small. 
G ardens h ave made advance and 
potatoes are sh owing well, except In 
portions of 
th e 
south ern 
district 
wh ere m uch seed rotted in th e ground. 
Straw berries are in 
bloom in th e 
north ern portion, and ripe in th e 
south ern. 
A h eavy y ield is indicated. 
Apples gave promise of a h eavy out­ 
put, h ut m any unfavorable reports 
h ave been received th a t th e fruit is 
dro pping a t such a rate as to presage 
a con .iJerably reduced y ield.

It is at all times a dau u erou s u nder­ 
taking to attem pt to captu re one of 
these monsters, says the Su nday Maga­ 
zine. b u t particu larly so in the ease of 
a 
mother accompanied b y 
her oft 
spring. She is q u ite capab le of rever­ 
ing the role of hu nter and hu nted, a t­ 
tacking and capsizing the b oat contain­ 
ing her wou ld b e captors and of seeing 
that none of them escapes alive. 
"Imagine,” writes the Hon. William 
Elliot, in describ ing the exciting sport 
he had in hu nting ocean vampires, "a 
monster from sixteen to twenty feet 
across the b ack, fu ll three feet in 
depth, possessed of powerfu l yet flex­ 
ib le flaps or wings, with which b e 
drives himself fu riou sly in the water 
or vau lts high in the air. throu gh 
which he skims like some enormou s 
b ird, 
his 
feelers 
(commonly 
called 
horns) projecting several feet b eyond 
his mou th and paddling all the small 
fry that constitu te his food into that 
capaciou s receptacle, and you will haw 
an Idea, thou gh an imperfect one, of 
this extraordinary fish," 
The so called “horns” to which allu ­ 
sion is made are a singu lar featu re in 
this animal. 
The pectoral or b reast 
fins, mu ch elongated, pointed, arched In 
front, concave b ehind, stop short at the 
Lend, to reappear as frontal append­ 
ages projected on each side of the 
head. These appendages take the form 
and character of limb s, b eing flexib le 
and capab le of grasping prey and car­ 
rying it to the mou th. 
The “feelers," 
as they are called, are sometimes three 
feet or more in length and are cu riou s­ 
ly articu lated at the ends so as to re 
semb le the fingers of the hu man hand 
when clinched. 
In this way fishing b oats and vessels 
of a mu ch larger size have b een drag­ 
ged from their moorings and in some 
cases capsized b y the ocean vampire 
having laid hold of the anchor. An in­ 
stance of this kind occu rred In the b ar 
b or of Charleston. 
A schooner lying 
at anchor, su ddenly and seemingly <>? 
its own volition, to the amazement and 
alarm of those on b oard, started at a 
fu riou s rate across the harb or. 
Upon 
nearing the opposite shore its cou rse 
changed so ab ru ptly as almost to cap­ 
size the vessel, and It recrossed the 
harb or to its former moorings. 
These mysteriou s flights across the 
harb or were repeated a nu mb er of 
times in tin* presence of hu ndreds of 
astonished spectators, win* were u tter­ 
ly a t a lo ss to accou nt for the phenom­ 
enon.
